GEO resorts to picket lines for a contract 


*‘$64 is not 
enough’

The Graduate Employee 
Organization demonstrated out¬ 
side Alumni Library Friday 
morning in an effort to “keep 
the pressure on,” said Jeff Todd, 
president of the GEO, about the 
fight for a new contract. 

A group of 35 graduate stu¬ 
dents stood in the rain outside 
the library where President 
Bulger and Robert Karam, 
UMass Board of Trustees Chair, 
attended a leadership conference 
to discuss the University’s rela¬ 
tionships with campus unions. 
The group was relatively quiet 
and let their poster board signs 
speak for them. “If not now, 
when,” “20 months is too long” 


and “64 is not enough” were 
silent messages before Susan 
Moir Project Director of the 
Construction Occupational 
Health Project and a member of 
the Service Employees 
International Union, one of 
Boston’s strongest unions, 
arrived. There was one UMass 


Lowell Police officer present, 
but he “[was there] to help us” 
according to Todd. 

Contract negotiations between 
the University and the GEO 
have been ongoing since July 
1998 when the contract expired. 
The contract dictates who is in 
the union, how many hours they 


work, what types of work they 
do, how much they get paid and 
who gets what kind of tuition 
waiver. The lack of a contract 
prohibits the employees from 
getting even a cost-of-living 
raise, because there is no base 
from which to start negotiations. 

Many out-of-state and interna¬ 
tional graduate students work 18 
hours per week as teaching and 
research assistants and for then- 
work receive $64 after tuition 
and fees are deducted from the 
paycheck. It is with that money 
that the students pay rent, buy 
food, etc. 

In an effort to remedy the 
contract situation this past fall, 
the UMass Lowell 
Administration, including 
Chancellor Hogan, Dean 
Hojnacki of the Graduate School 
and Provost Wagner, offered the 
graduate employees an 18% pay 
increase. The GEO voted and 
with 90% in favor, decided to

A UMass Lowell graduate in 
1981, Lumbar has been an offi¬ 
cer for 20 years and has been a 
veteran of the Lowell depart¬ 
ment for seven years. “I really 
try to get out to help students 
work on what the department 
needs,” said Lumbar. 
“Whenever a student has a spe¬ 
cial talent, to offer the depart¬ 
ment such as computer skills, it 


UMass Lowell officers had 
negotiated a contract that was 
ratified in Feb. of 1999, but has 
not yet been funded. He added, 
“The union has been working 
with administration for many 
months and is hopeful that the 
situation will finally be 
resolved.” 

UMass Police Chief Rowe 
said, “I assure you, I would like 
to see this resolved.

really helps the student get their 
foot in the door. Computers 
have become a huge part of the 
regular operations for Crime 
Analysis.” 

Lumbar claimed that there 
were four types of analysis, 
which today would be almost 
impossible without computers. 
The first type is operations 
analysis where the databases of 
the computers help the officers 
by keeping track of where 
which units are deployed to 
which area of the city. It the can 
take the areas with the most 
crime and cross-reference them 
with the locations of the units to 
re-deploy the units more effi¬ 
ciently. Intelligence-operations 
are the analysis of people, orga¬ 
nizations or gangs. This helps 
the department understand who 


officer leaves the University for 
a higher salary or a better bene¬ 
fits package, the department is 
left short-handed until another 
officer is hired to replace him or 
her. The hiring process is a 
lengthy one, involving approxi¬ 
mately 1270 hours of training, 
according to Chief Rowe. 

Officer Emond added that 
during this lengthy process, 
other members of the depart¬ 
ment often must work many 
overtime hours to make up for 
the shortage of personnel. 
Chancellor Hogan’s decision 
on the funding of the contract 
is expected soon.

This means officers on 
the scenes of crimes will have a 
hdttd-held lap top typing in the 
report straight to the office data¬ 
bases. Lumbar also said that he 
is always happy to talk any¬ 
where about what it takes to be 
an officer, because it only helps 
the department to get what they 
are looking for.

The 2000 census is just 
around the comer. UMass 
Lowell relies on an accurate 
population count of the students 
and the surrounding community. 
Questionnaires will be sent out 
in March, and the census will 
take place on Apr. L The 
United States Census Bureau is 
working hard to ensure accura¬ 
cy. 

The census is very important 
to us,’* said Alan Hartman of the 
Student Information Center. 

“We need accurate counts of 
students, because it lets us use 
our resources to the best of our 
ability.” 

The census is not only impor¬ 
tant for the school, but also for 
the city of Lowell, the state, and 
the country. 

The census allows states to 


determine their numbers of 
seats in the House of 
Representatives. Federal gov¬ 
ernment also uses the informa¬ 
tion from the census to distrib¬ 
ute funds across the nation. 

Community governments, 
businesses, and organizations 
will be using census informa¬ 
tion in critical planning and 
decision making. The Census 
Bureau is prohibited from shar¬ 
ing information with other gov¬ 
ernment agencies or courts. The 
personal information stays clas¬ 
sified for 72 years. 

The only information 
released, for example, will be 
the total number of people in 
Lowell, and/or the number of 
people in a certain age group. 

“I feel the census is impor¬ 
tant,” says Kathleen Higgins, an 
English major at UMass 
Lowell. “Everyone should par¬ 
ticipate. A lot of decisions are 
made from it.”

accept the offer. Thus, the agree¬ 
ment was signed on Nov. 11, 
1999 and submitted to President 
Bulger’s office. Bulger did not 
sign it and did not explain why 
he did not sign it until the GEO 
announced the rally. 

Four months later and two 
days before the rally, the UMass 
Lowell Administration offered 
the GEO a full tuition waiver for 
out-of-state graduate employees. 
The out-of-state students would 
still have to pay the out- of-state 
fees, which are roughly $2,300. 
but not the difference between 
out-of-state and in-state tuition, 
which is $2,200. A new contract 
incorporating the aforemen¬ 
tioned proposal will be submit¬ 
ted to the GEO on Monday. 

Chancellor Hogan. Dean 
Hojnacki, Provost Wagner and 
President Bulger were not avail¬ 
able for comment.
